IS NOW ISSUE. 


Although officials do not pretend to 


apeak to him, it was understood that 
the President would be willing to ac- 
cept a measure under which the use 
of foodstuffs and fruit in the manu- 
facture of beverage alcohol was for- 


L. bidden but with authority given him 
•" to permit their use in ma-king beer 


and light wines. 


The importance of this issue has 


overshadowed many others in the 
President's mind and there were indi- 
cations today that every effort would 


r 
be used to have congress realize what 
the administration considers the dan- 
ger of radical and sweeping legisla- 
tion at this time. 
President Wilson, according to Sen- 
ator Phelan of California, with whom 
he also conferred regarding prohibi- 
tion legislation desires to have auth- 
ority to stop the manufacture of malt 
and vinous liquors in case of emer- 
gency but does not believe immediate 
prohibition of their manufacture is 
necessary or desirable. 


TO CHBT'ER AMENDMENT. 


An amendment to meet the Presi- 
dent's wishes, Senator Phelan said, 
would be offered, probably next week.

ists as well as all others, if he is given ! 
authority and full responsibility,

little alcohol." 
President Wilson expressed to Sena- 
tor Martin his hope for prompt action 
on the bill and anxiety over the pros- 
pects of delaying the prohibition is- 
sue. The President, it was said, as a 
compromise on prohibition, suggested 
the plan to give him authority and re- 
sponsibility to decide whether beer 
asid winemaking shall continue. 
"I told the President I was against 


such a procedure," said Senator Mar- 
tin. 
"I said Congress itself has the 
responsibility 
and 
should act—not 
pass it along to the President." 


Senator Phelan, however, positively 
staged that the President in favoring 
legislation giving him 
authority to 
either continue or stop manufacture 
of malt and vineous beverages is op- 
posed to immediate cessation. 


Kfforts to arrange for a vote on the 


bill at 5 p. m. tomorrow were blocked 
by objections from Senators Borah 
and Lodge.

summer of 1915, being first intro- 
troduced to the city commissioners 
at a council meeting by Mayor 
Davie, as "my friend and former 
secretary." 
He was said to be 


here on a short summer visit, but 
it developed soon that he -was tak- 
ing an extensive interest in the 
political affairs 
of the 
munic- 
ipality. 


Since that time he has been con- 


nected, more or less closely with 
the 
Davie administration, 
but 


never held ,an official position. 
One of his first acts was to ad- 
vance several thousand dollars to 
the mayor to pay an old judgment, 
based upon an ancient note.

FIXES ANSTJAL BUDGET. 
The annual fixing of the budget 


for the fiscal year was in progress 
about the time Kaufman arrived, 
and the mass of departmental esti- 
mates was placed in the hands of 
Mayor Davie. The mayor asked 
Kaufman to go over them, and lor 
days the chief advisor worked at 
the budget. 


Kaufman interested himself in 
several of the departments, -visit- 
ing the auditor's office, the city 
treasury, the street department, 
and other divisions of the city gov- 
ernment.
